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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  AIEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH 
COMMITTEE  OF  THE  COUNTY  BOROUGH  OF  DERBY. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Annual 
Re2)ort  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  your  Borough  for  the 
year  1927. 

The  2^ast  year  has  shown  an  increase  in  the  death-rate,  which 
was  the  highest  recorded  since  the  year  1919.  On  examining  the 
causes  for  this  increase  it  will  be  seen  that  one  of  the  chief  factors 
has  been  the  outbreak  of  influenza  which  occurred  in  the  early  2)art 
of  the  year,  113  deaths  being  attributed  to  this  cause,  an  increase 
of  93  over  the  number  of  those  recorded  from  this  cause  in  1926. 
Of  the  other  causes,  mention  might  be  made  of  the  increased  number 
(jf  deaths  from  lieart  disease,  Ijronchitis  and  pneumonia,  and 
eanc(‘r  resi)ectively.  For  many  years  heart  diseases  have  accounted 
for  a lai'ge  [)ro portion  of  the  total  deaths  within  the  Borough,  and, 
as  it  is  estimated  tliat  a})[jroxiniately  one-half  of  these  deaths  are 
attributabJ('.  to  luairt  disemse  contracted  in  childhood,  attention  is 
])o\v  being  paid  to  tlie  numbcir  of  cases  of  rlieumatic  and  allied 
afleclions  in  cliiJdliood,  w liicli  aix;  tlu;  fonn’iinners  of  lieart  trouble 
leabing  to  disability  and  death  in  lat('r  life.  It  is  honied  investi- 
gations may  givi;  us  a bmd  as  to  tlu^  jireventive  measim^s  to  be 
taken.  One  satisfaidory  ibatui'i'  of  the  recoi’ds  is  th(Ocomparative 
.^inall  niiinber  of  deaths  from  |)ulmonai‘y  tidxuxailosis  (or  “ con- 
Miniption  ”)  ; the  d(  aths  fi’om  this  b(ung  29  few(vr  than  the  numb(u‘ 
in  1926,  and  the  r'abi  being  the.  lowcist  rcicorded  in  the  history  of 
the  borough.  Diphtheria  showi'd  diminisluul  priwakmcii  and  a 
diinini'hed  ninnber  of  deaths,  typhoid  fevau’  (;aus(al  no  deaths,  nor 
dirl  : niallpo.x,  and  the  number  of  d('aths  fj'oin  scaiFd  lev(U'  was  only 
two. 
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Smallpox  continued  to  trouble  us  throughout  the  year,  although 
the  numbers  were  fewer  by  624  than  those  notified  in  1926.  The 
town  was  free  from  the  disease  from  the  6th  August  to  the  9th 
November,  when  it  was  again  introduced  from  an  outside  source. 
It  is  of  interest  to  refer  to  this  case.  The  patient  was  a man,  who, 
in  the  ]nirsuit  of  his  occupation  as  Assistant  Linesman  on  the 
London  and  North  Eastern  Railway,  had  been  working  in  a district 
in  winch  had  occurred  an  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  one  of  his  fellow 
workers.  His  illness  commenced  in  Derby  on  the  3rd  November, 
yet  we  never  heard  of  the  case  until  the  9th,  when  the  rash  was 
three  or  four  days  old,  and  he  had  been  going  about  and  paying 
visits,  etc.,  for  four  days.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
district  in  which  the  outbreak  of  Smallpox  had  occurred,  and  which 
apparently  was  the  cause  of  the  infection  of  this  man,  was  com- 
municated with,  and  his  reply  was  to  the  effect  that  his  “inquiries 
had  failed  to  elicit  the  information  that  this  man  had  been  in 
contact  ” with  the  known  infected  cases  in  his  district.  This  reply 
seems  to  go  to  the  root  of  the  whole  matter.  I am  perfectly  con- 
vinced that  the  principal  factor  in  keeping  alive  the  disease  in  our 
town  and  in  its  re-introduction  from  outside  districts  is  in  the 
failure  to  elicit  full  information  as  to  contacts.  Legislation,  on 
the  lines  of  making  such  information  by  responsible  persons  com- 
pulsory, would  do  more  than  anything  else,  in  my  opinion,  to 
eradicate  this  troublesome  and  eostly  disease  from  this  country. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  branch  of  the  Department 
continues  to  increase  and  has  outrun  the  aceommodation  provided. 
Deaths  among  mothers  as  a result  of  child-bearing  show  some 
increase  upon  the  figure  for  1926,  although  the  rate  (2.84)  is  some- 
what less  than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole.  Still  it  is  a great 
deal  too  high. 


The  housing  problem  is  still  with  us.  New  houses  continue  to 
be  built  and  we  are  about  to  undertake  a comprehensive  seheme 
for  dealing  with  two  unhealthy  areas  in  the  Borough.  A good  deal 
of  work  has  already  been  done  under  the  Housing  Regulations 
under  the  superffision  of  Mr.  Ford,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 
The  number  of  houses  which  have  been  re -conditioned  and  made 
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in  call  respects  reasoiitably  fit  for  habitation  ” since  the  systematic 
inspection  of  these  houses  was  commenced  was  3,213  up  to  the  end 
of  the  year.  An  interesting  departure  was  made  during  the  year 
in  the  provision  of  a Women’s  Hostel  or  Lodging  House  by  Miss 
Haslam,  who  bore  all  the  expense  out  of  her  own  pocket.  A short 
report  on  the  working  of  this  lodging  house  is  contained  in  the 
bod}"  of  the  report. 

One  of  the  most  important  measures  carried  out  during  the  year 
was  the  promotion  of  the  Derby  Corporation  Bill  (now  the  Derby 
Corporation  Act  of  1927),  in  which  powers  were  obtained  for  the 
extension  of  the  Borough.  These  came  into  operation  on  April 
1st  of  the  present  year  and  the  area  of  the  town  extended  by  1,865 
acres,  and  the  population  increased  by  8,441. 

Steps  have  now  been  taken  to  deal  with  all  the  remaining  tub 
closets  within  the  Borough  under  Section  163  of  the  Derby  Corpo- 
ration Act  of  1901,  so  that  a very  large  amount  of  work  of  a bene- 
ficial character  to  the  public  health  is  now  in  progress. 

The  question  of  the  inadequate  accommodation  provided  at  the 
Health  Offices  in  Ford  Street  has  received  serious  consideration, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  some  temporary  relief  may  be  obtained  by 
utilising  the  accommodation  in  Full  Street  for  a portion  of  the  staff 
in  the  near  future,  until  new  health  offices  will  be  provided  in 
conjunction  with  the  accommodation  required  for  other  departments 
of  the  Corporation. 

Steps  have  been  taken  to  increase  the  accommodation  both  for 
patients  and  for  the  staff  of  the  Isolation  Hospital,  by  further 
provision  of  more  isolation  wards  and  more  adequate  accommoda- 
tion for  th(5  nursing  and  domestic  staffs. 

Reference  has  bcsen  mad(^  to  the;  inadc^quacy  of  the  accom- 
modation ])rovid(al  for  th(^  in(;reasing  work  of  the  maternity  and 
child  welfare  branch,  and  the  need  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report 
for  thfi  provision  of  a (;(uitral  maternity  and  (diild  welfare  centre 
}j(;com(^s  mor(i  acute.  (ai(;h  y(;ar.  ()n(^  branch  of  the  work  that  has 
not  rnarhi  th(i  progress  which  wo  should  hav(5  liked  is  the  care  of 
the,  child  betweem  ha})yhoo(l  and  school  life.  The  nursery  school 
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and  classes  under  the  supervision  of  the  Children’s  Care  Sub- 
Connnittee  of  the  Education  Committee  are  doing  admirable  work, 
but  much  remains  to  be  done  for  the  Toddlers,”  the  little  persons 
who  have  not  received  the  attention  in  the  past  they  should  have 
done.  Greater  use  of  our  dental  clinic  and  also  violet  ray  clinics, 
especially  for  these  young  children  is  indicated  in  the  future,  and  a 
closer  co-operation  between  the  work  of  the  Children’s  Care  Sub- 
Committee  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee 
is  probable. 

I cannot  conclude  this  introductory  letter  without  referring  to 
tlie  great  loss  which  the  Department  has  suffered  through  the  death 
of  Mr.  H.  E.  Daykin,  Chief  Clerk  in  the  Public  Health  Department, 
who  had  been  in  the  service  of  the  Corporation  for  43  years,  and  as 
Chief  Clerk  in  the  Sanitary  and  Health  Departments  for  20  years. 
I feel  sure  that  the  Corporation  never  had  a more  loyal,  efficient, 
23ainstaking,  and  reliable  officer,  and  his  death  has  been  felt  by 
everyone  who  was  associated  with  him  in  the  Department,  by  none 
more  than  myself. 

As  in  23revious  years,  the  De^Dartment  has  been  indebted  to  the 
voluntary  hel^iers  for  continued  assistance  at  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centres,  and  to  many  others  for  gifts  to  the  hospitals 
and  for  information  and  helj)  in  other  ways. 

In  conclusion,  I have  to  thank  my  medical,  clerical,  inspectorial 
and  nursing  colleagues  for  their  invaluable  help  and  co-operation, 
also  the  Town  Clerk,  Borough  Surveyor  and  other  Corporation 
Officials  for  their  ever-ready  assistance,  and  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  for  your  very  kind  con- 
sideration and  support.

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
1,914,  as  compared  with  1,709  in  1926  ; of  these  1,914  deaths, 
240  were  strangers,  and  there  were  34  deaths  of  Derby  residents 
registered  outside  the  Borough,  making  a net  total  of  1,708.  The 
net  death-rate  therefore  from  all  causes  was  12-52.  The  net  death- 
rate  for  1927  was  the  highest  recorded  since  the  year  1919.

Age  Period  1 — 5 (106  deaths).  Rate  per  1,000  of  total  popu- 
lation 0-78. 

Infectious  diseases  were  responsible  for  a large  number  of 
deaths,  Measles  causing  15,  Whooping-cough  12,  and  Diphtheria  7, 
Pneumonia  (36)  Influenza  (15)  and  Bronchitis  (4)  were  likewise 
very  fatal  diseases.  Tuberculous  diseases  other  than  pulmonary 
were  the  cause  of  3 deaths,  but  none  occurred  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  in  this  age-period.  There  were  3 deaths  from  Violence 
(due  respectively  to  burning,  falling  and  drowning). 

Age  Period  5 — 15  (44  deaths).  Rate  per  1,000,  0-32. 

The  chief  contributing  causes  of  death  were  Violence  5,  Diph- 
theria 4,  Pneumonia  4,  other  Tuberculous  Diseases  4,  and  Measles  3. 

Age  Period  15 — 35  (120  deaths).  Rate  per  1,000,  0-88. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  the  most  dangerous  ailment ; 34 
deaths  were  assignable  to  that  cause.  Heart  Diseases  caused  14 
deaths,  and  Pneumonia,  Influenza,  and  Violence  10  each. 

Age-Period  35 — 45  (95  deaths).  Rate  per  1,000,  0-70. 

Cancer  was  the  most  dangerous  disease  in  this  age  period,  causing 
14  deaths.  Tuberculosis  of  respiratory  system  caused  13  deaths. 
Heart  Diseases  and  Violence  10  each.  Influenza  9,  and  Pneu- 
monia 7. 

Age-Period  45 — 65  (431  deaths).  Rate  per  1,000,  3-16. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Cancer  85,  Heart  Diseases  82, 
Bronchitis  34,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  29,  Pneumonia  and  Tubercu- 
losis of  respiratory  system  26  each,  Influenza  24,  Violence  21, 
and  Nephritis  19. 

Age-Period  65  and  over  (744  deaths).  Rate  per  1,000,  545. 

In  the  declining  years  of  life  Old  Age  159,  Heart  Diseases 
142,  Cancer  88,  Bronchitis  76,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  62,  Influenza 
47,  Nephritis  and  Brights  Disease  32,  and  Pneumonia  16,  were  the 
chief  causes  of  death.

Inquests  held  during  1927. — These  numbered  146,  99  males 
and  47  females. 

Mortuary. — Dead  bodies  received  during  the  year,  46.  Post 
mortem  examinations,  46. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Of  the  168  deaths  of  babies  under  the  age 
of  one  year,  101  occurred  during  the  first  month,  and  of  this  number 
more  than  70  per  cent  (viz.,  71)  took  place  during  the  first  week 
of  fife. 

Influence  of  Feeding. — The  total  number  of  babies  who  have 
been  under  the  observation  of  the  Health  Visitors  from  January, 
1908,  to  December,  1926,  was  48,898.  Of  these  74-3%were  wholly 
breast-fed  during  the  first  three  months  of  life,  5-6%  were  wholly 
hand-fed,  and  20T%  were  partly  reared  by  hand  and  partly  by 
/latural  means.  The  infantile  mortality,  or  death-rate  per  1,000 
births,  among  children  wholly  breast-fed  was  36*1,  among  the

hand-fed  it  was  155-6,  and  among  those  mixed-fed  108-5.  The 
evidence,  then,  in  favour  of  the  breast-feeding  of  infants,  especially 
during  the  early  months  of  hfe,  is  very  great  inde  ed  (see  pages  60-63) . 

Excessive  IVIoriaiity  (iuring  the  year. — Cancer  was  responsible 
for  189  deaths  during  1927,  this  being  an  increase  of  thirty,  as  com- 
pared with  159  in  the  previous  year.  The  average  mortality  in  the 
quinquennium  1903-7  was  93-2,  while  that  of  the  quinquennium 
1923-27  was  173-4.  Influenza  was  responsible  for  113  deaths  in 
1927,  this  number  being  an  increase  of  95  (as  compared  with  18 
deaths  in  1926).  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause 
during  the  quinquennium  1922-26  was  32-6.  Heart  Disease  shews 
an  increase  of  49  deaths  over  the  yearly  average  for  the  preceding 
five  years,  but  an  increase  of  50  as  compared  with  1926;  while 
Pneumonia  exceeds  the  average  number  for  the  preceding  five 
years  by  25,  and  an  increase  of  32  over  1926.  Bronchitis  showed 
an  increase  of  19,  while  Tuberculosis,  all  forms,  was  24  less  than  the 
previous  year.

Age  and  Sex  Distribution. — 63  of  the  cases  were  males  and  72 
females,  and  the  ages  varied  from  a bab}^  aged  8|-  months  to  an  adult, 
aged  94  years.  Age  distribution  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the 
Table  on  page  16.  From  this  it  will  be  observed  that  the  majority 
of  cases  occurred  between  the  ages  of  five  and  thirty-five  years, 
Avliile  43  of  these  occurred  in  school  children. 

Ward  Distribution. — The  outbreak  was  general  and  affected  all 
the  wards  Avithin  the  Borough,  the  highest  number  occurring  in 
Casth^  Ward  AA'ith  29  cases,  followed  by  King’s  Mead  Ward  (15), 
Avhile  the  smallest  number  of  cases  occurred  in  Bridge  Ward  (2). 
63  streets  Avere  affected. 

Housing  Conditions. — The  appended  summary  shows  the  housing 
conditions  and  sanitary  conveniences  associated  Avith  the  86  affec- 
ted households.

Periodical  Incidence. — The  quarterly  incidence  (see  page  17) 
shews  that  most  of  the  cases  were  notified  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year,  i.e.,  58,  and  fewest  in  the  third  quarter,  ^.e.,  5.  The 
weekly  notifications  showed  the  highest  number  in  the  week  ending 
12th  February,  when  16  cases  were  notified.  The  highest  monthly 
incidence  was  in  the  month  of  February,  when  29  cases  were 
notified,  the  weekly  notifications  during  this  period  varying  from 
two  cases  in  the  week  ending  5th  February  to  16  cases  in  the  week 
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ending  12tli  February.  Twenty-one  weeks  were  free  from  the 
notification  of  the  disease,  the  longest  period  in  which  the  borough 
Avas  free  being  for  thirteen  weeks  from  6th  August  to  9th  November.

Derby  was  free  from  the  disease  from  the  6th  August  to  the  9th 
November,  when  it  was  re-introduced  by  an  Assistant  Linesman  on 
the  London  and  North  Eastern  Railwav,  who  had  contracted  the 
disease  in  a district  where  he  had  been  Avorking  about  18  miles 
aAA'ay  from  Derby. 

Outbreak  in  a Common  Lodging  House. — At  the  end  of  May  tAvo 
cases  AAere  notified  as  suffering  from  Smallpox,  both  inmates  of  our 
largest  Common  Lodging  House,  evidently  having  contracted  the 
disease  from  an  unrecognised  case.  The  other  occupants  of  the 
lodging  house,  approximately  90  in  number,  all  refused  vaccination 
or  re-vaccination.  An  Inspector  was  therefore  detailed  to  visit 
tli(i  lodging  liouse  and  saw  each  inmate  at  night  between  the  hours 
of  7 and  10.  At  the  end  of  12  days’  incubation  special  attention  was 
])aid  to  anyone  Avho  was  suffering  from  any  sign  of  feverishness, 
loss  of  appedite,  or  from  any  other  departure  from  normal.  All 
such  cas(;s  Averci  reporbid  and  examined.  Five  men  were  removed 
into  ([uarantirK;  as  a r(‘,sult  of  this  procedure,  under  Section  61  of 
the  Ihiblic  Hcialth  Acts  AmendiiKoit  Act,  1907.  Each  of  these  men 
d<;\’clof)Cf|  jt  Smallpox  rash  and  Avas  removed  to  the  Smallioox 
llosjutal.  Ao  furtlKU’  cases  occurred. 
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Relation  to  Vaccination. — ^The  following  statement  illustrates 
the  effects  of  vaccination  upon  the  persons  living  in  the  same  house- 
hold as  the  patient,  or  who  had  been  in  close  contact  with  the 
latter. 

The  seventeen  cases  mentioned  on  page  18,  which  occurred 
in  Institutions,  etc.,  are  not  included,  the  number  of  cases 
remaining  being  118.  The  total  number  of  contacts  in  the 
houses  in  which  these  cases  occurred  was  406.  Of  these  350 
had  been  vaccinated  or  had  Smallpox  some  time  previously  ; 3 
of  these  persons  subsequently  developed  Smallpox  (O' 86%). 
The  number  of  contacts  in  the  households,  w^ho  had  not  been 
vaccinated  or  had  Smallpox,  was  56,  and  of  these  31  (or  55%) 
developed  the  disease. 

The  percentage  number  of  contacts  vaccinated  was  86  as  against 
59  in  1926,  when  there  were  759  cases. 

With  regard  to  the  vaccinated  contacts,  two  of  these  had  been 
vaccinated  45  years  previously,  and  the  other  93  years  previously, 
all  in  Infancy. 

This  statement  indicates  that  the  percentage  of  risk  of  contract- 
ing the  disease  was  nearly  64  times  greater  among  the  unvaccinated 
than  in  those  vaccinated  at  ayiy  time. 

An  analysis  of  the  cases  which  occurred  in  people  who  had  been 
vaccinated  at  any  time  showed  that  no  case  occurred  in  any  one 
who  had  been  vaccinated  within  the  past  20  years.  A summary  of 
these  3 persons  who  contracted  Smallpox  is  appended  : —

1927  than  in  1926  ; the  number  of  cases  (287)  is  a decrease  of  45 
compared  with  the  number  notified  in  1926  (332),  and  the  number 
of  deaths  (13)  is  6 loss  than  the  number  of  fatal  cases  in  1926.

Schools  Attended  by  the  Fatal  Cases.— Eight  of  the  fatal  cases 
were  not  attending  school,  the  remainder  (5)  attended  school  as 
follows  : — St.  James’s  Road  2,  St.  John’s  2,  and  Practising 
School  1. 

Antitoxin  in  relation  to  Fatal  Cases.— Nine  of  the  fatal  cases 
were  treated  at  the  Borough  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  one  at  the 
Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary,  and  three  were  treated  at  home.  In 
five  cases  antitoxin  was  administered  ; in  eight  cases  there  was 
no  record  of  its  administration,  but  all  cases  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  receive  full  doses  on  admission. 

Infected  Households.— The  287  cases  occurred  in  256  households, 
including  13  in  3 institutions.  In  11  households  there  were  2 cases 
each,  and  in  5 instances  3 cases.

Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  year  1927,  and  1,760 
cases  of  Measles  and  German  Measles  were  notified  (881  males, 
879  females),  there  being  21  deaths.  The  deaths  (with  one  excep- 
tion) were  of  children  under  5 years  of  age.  The  age  distribution 
of  the  cases  is  seen  on  reference  to  the  Table  on  page  16.  The 
quarterly  incidence  of  the  disease  is  recorded  in  the  Table  on 
page  17.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  50*7%  of  the  cases, 
^.e.,  892  occurred  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year.  93  cases 
(including  7 German  Measles)  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
many  of  them  being  severe  cases  with  chest  complications ; nine 
of  these  died,  mortality  rate  was  9*7  per  cent.

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The  family  histories  of  patients  have  continued  to  interest  me, 
although,  as  I pointed  out  last  year,  the  answers  to  questions  on 
this  subject  are  of  the  vaguest  description.  Sixty-three  of  the  175 
notified  pulmonary  cases  (36%),  and  14  of  the  37  notified  non- 
pulmonary  cases  (37-8%)  shewed  a history  of  tuberculosis  in  near 
relatives. 


During  1925,  1926,  and  1927,  I have  investigated  the  causes  of 
death  of  212  close  contacts  of  tuberculosis  patients.  Seventy- 
eight  were  certified  (according  to  one  of  the  certified  causes  of  death) 
as  having  died  from  diseases  of  the  respirator}^  system,  (37-7%). 
In  1927  the  percentage  was  41  ; also  14  of  these  212  fatal  cases  died 
from  other  infectious  diseases.  I may  say  I am  not  endeavouring 
to  prove  the  “ theory  of  hereditary  disease,”  my  view  is  that  a 
weakened  resistance  to  a disease  or  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
system  is  hereditary.

I may  mention  three  very  serious  cases  of  absence  of  separate 
sleeping  accommodation. 

(1)  Male  aged  20  years,  tubercle  bacilli  in  sputum,  3 other  persons 
sleeping  in  the  same  room. 

(2)  Female  aged  17  years,  4 others  sleeping  in  the  same  room. 

(3)  Male  aged  31  years,  tubercle  bacilli  in  sputum,  wife  and  three 
cliildren  sleeping  in  the  same  room. 

TubGrCUlOSiS  Clinic. — Details  of  attendance  are  given  in  the 
“ Summary  ” on  page  45  and  in  Table  I,  “ Tuberculosis  Scheme  ” 
on  page  31.  This  latter  is  compiled  according  to  the  instructions 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  its  definitions  vary  somewhat  from 
those  given  here. 

During  the  year  378  new  patients  were  examined,  an  increase 
of  13  on  the  number  for  1926.  The  number  of  cases  sent  by  private 
practitioners  was  158  as  against  159  in  the  previous  year.  Complete 
details  are  given  of  the  source  from  which  the  new  cases  came  : —

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This  figure,  378,  brings  up  the  total  of  persons  seen  at  the  Tuber- 
culosis Clinic  since  July,  1912,  to  6,558.  “ Table  IV.”  on  pages 

34  and  35,  gives  the  condition,  where  known,  at  the  end  of  1927, 
of  the  3,699  notified  cases  who  have  attended  at  the  clinic. 

Included  in  the  378  new  cases  seen  in  1927  are  133  ‘‘  contacts  ” 
(as  compared  with  136  examined  in  1926  and  100  in  1925).  Of  this 
number  8 were  finally  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  Sanatorium. — The  number  of  patients  admitted  to 
the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  during  1927  was  94  (92  pulmonary 
cases  and  2 non-pulmonary  tuberculosis)  as  compared  with  93,  all 
pulmonary  cases,  in  1926.  The  number  of  child  patients  admitted 
was  20,  as  against  37  in  the  previous  year.  Thirteen  patients  died 
in  the  institution,  as  compared  with, 

1 in  1924, 

5 in  1925, 

9 in  1926.

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longer.  Centralised  large  institutions,  properly  equipped  and 
staffed,  so  that  inland  patients  can  be  sent  to  the  seaside  or  vice 
versa,  appear  to  me  to  be  an  immediate  necessity,  if  the  whole 
idea  of  Sanatorium  treatment  is  not  to  be  allowed  to  reach  an  even 
lower  level  than  it  has  reached  already.” 

Open-air  Shelters. — Shelters  were  loaned  to  nineteen  patients 
during  1927,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  nineteen 
shelters  provided  : twelve  of  these  were  in  use,  the  other  seven 
being  under  repair. 

Ancillary  Treatment. — During  the  year  21  patients  received 
ancillary  treatment  in  the  form  of  a supply  of  milk  daily  (15  at  one 
quart,  and  6 at  one  pint).  In  four  instances  the  supply  was 
terminated  on  account  of  death,  or  on  the  patient’s  no  longer  falling 
within  the  regulations  governing  the  granting  of  such  assistance  ; 
leaving  at  the  end  of  the  year  17  patients  receiving  this  allowance 
(11  one  quart,  and  6 one  pint  daily). 

Work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse. — ^The  Health  Visitor  paid 
2,158  visits  during  the  year,  1,827  to  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
154  to  patients  suffering  from  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  and  1 77 
special  and  miscellaneous  visits.

The  number  of  new  cases  shows  an  increase  of  37  as  compared  with 
the  year  1920,  and  the  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Clinics 
shfjWH  a d/icrcase  of  720,  wliih;  the  total  number  of  in-patient  days 
had  decreased  by  138.  There  was  a d(^erease  of  09  in  the  number

REPORT  OF  THE  VENEREAL  DISEASES  OFFICER 

(Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary). 

Dr.  H.  R.  Morgan  Richards  reports  as  follows  : — 

‘‘  The  work  for  the  year  1927  shows  gratifying  results  as  shown 
by  the  undermentioned  figures. 

The  total  number  of  new  cases  shows  an  increase  of  19  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  but  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a diminution 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  syphilis.  Cases  of  gonorrhoea  show  an 
increase  of  twenty-six. 

On  the  whole,  patients  have  sought  earlier  treatment,  and  there 
is  a greater  tendency  to  continue  such  until  a cure  is  completed. 
Sixty -nine  more  patients  were  discharged  cured  in  1927  compared 
with  the  previous  year.

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SPECIAL  NURSING. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Nightingale 
Nursing  Home  to  provide  skilled  nursing  for  cases  of  Pneumonia 
and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurring  in  the  Borough  who  require  it. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic.  The  attendances  at  the  Ante -Natal 
Clinic  are  increasing.  There  is  an  increase  of  156  attendances  in 
1927  over  those  of  1926.  The  expectant  mothers  are  getting  more 
accustomed  to  the  idea  of  being  supervised  during  pregnancy  and 
are  more  Avilling  to  pay  frequent  visits  to  the  clinic. 

As  much  teaching  as  possible  has  been  given  at  the  Ante -Natal 
Clinic,  but  owing  to  insufficiency  of  staff,  full  advantage  has  not 
been  taken  of  all  the  possibilities  in  this  way. 

Dental  Clinic.  As  in  1926  this  clinic  was  held  forntightly 
for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  only  extractions  were  under- 
taken. 

Midwives.  The  midwives  practising  privately  in  the  borough 
undertake  about  one-third  of  the  midwifery  of  the  town. 

In  their  practice  there  occurred,  in  the  year,  five  cases  of  Puerperal 
Fever,  six  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  two  maternal  deaths,  23 
still-births,  and  five  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

106  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  these  midwives  during  the 

vear.

The  Mid  wives’  Meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and  we  are

(hiARrrv  Or(;anisation  Society.  This  Society  has  helped  us 
very  mncli  hy  ari'anging  foi’  holidays  for  several  of  the  mothers,  and 
lie.lping  with  the  children  in  various  ways. 
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Mid  WIVES. — No  Midwives  are  employed  by  the  Corporation  of 
Derby,  nor  is  any  subsidy  paid  to  them.  Periodical  meetings  have 
been  arranged  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer 
(Dr.  Annie  R.  McKail)  during  the  year  at  which  addresses  have 
been  given  and  discussions  encouraged.  Seventy-two  Midwives 
gave  notice  of  intention  to  practice  within  the  Borough 
during  1926.  Eight  of  these  were  “ bona-fide  ” Midwives.  The 
remainder  (64)  were  certificated  women  ; 26  connected  with  the 
Derby  Royal  Nursing  Institution,  &c.,  15  connected  with  the 
Health  Department  (including  School  Nurses),  and  7 with  a Poor 
Law  Institution.  The  remainder  (16)  practised  privately,  including 
4 midvives  at  private  nursing  homes. 

Medical  Aid  Forms. — 514  reports  were  received  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year.  321  of  these  were  on 
account  of  the  condition  of  the  mother  and  193  of  the  baby. 

Medical  Practitioners. — 237  emergency  cases  were  attended 
by  local  Medical  Practitioners,  who  were  called  in  by  Midwives  in 
cases  of  emergency,  under  Section  XIV.  of  the  Midwives’  Act 
1918.  The  total  fees  paid  to  the  practitioners  were  £268  2s.  Od. 

Maternity  Hospital. — Under  the  agreement  between  The 
Roj’al  Derby  and  Derbyshire  Nursing  and  Sanitary  Association 
and  the  Derby  Corporation  the  sum  of  £1  16s.  Od.  was  paid  in 
respect  of  the  maternity  fees  of  a necessitous  mother  requiring 
institutional  treatment  during  the  year. 

Baby  Incubators. — Eight  infants  were  placed  in  these  incuba- 
tors during  the  year. 

Still-births. — These  numbered  (95,  21  being  notified  by 
Medical  Practitioners  and  74  by  Midwives).  There  were  98 
burials  of  still-bom  children  in  the  Derby  cemeteries  during 
the  year 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. — There  were  six 
Welcomes  or  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  in  existence  in 
1927,  five  of  these  managed  by  the  Corporation  Health  Depart- 
ment, and  one  managed  by  the  Nightingale  Nursing  Institution. 
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(1)  St.  Helen’s  Street  Welcome  at  Meeting  House  (provided  by 
the  Society  of  Friends,  at  a charge  of  10/-  per  week).  Meetings  for 
bab}"  weighings,  infant  consultations,  &c.,  on  Wednesday  morning 
and  Wednesday  afternoon  each  week.

ARTIFICIAL  FEEDING. 

During  the  year  30  notifications  of  proposals  to  substitute 
Artificial  Feeding  for  Breast  Feeding  were  received  in  accordance 
\vith  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board.  This  number  was  a 
decrease  of  16  as  compared  with  the  number  received  during  the 
year  1926,  and  is  equal  to  a percentage  of  1-22  of  the  total  births. 

The  reasons  for  the  substitution  are  given  in  the  following  Table, 
from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  in  two  instances  Breast  Feeding 
was  not  abolished,  but  Artificial  Feeding  used  to  supplement  it. 
In  some  of  the  other  instances,  the  reasons  given  are  due  to  prevent- 


able causes,  such  as  Abscess  of  the  Breast.

Swabs  are  taken  from  Throat  and  Nose  of  all  Scarlet  Fever  patients 
on  admission,  and  approximately  8%  of  admissions  are  found 
to  show  the  presence  of  Diphtheria  germs  in  those  swabs. 
Those  cases  necessitate  separate  cubicle  treatment. 

A start  was  made  in  the  latter  part  of  the  jrear  to  treat  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  with  Scarlet  Fever  Antitoxin,  on  the  principle  of  the 
serum  treatment  for  Diphtheria,  with  highly  satisfactory  results.

Diphtheria. — No  cases  occurred  among  the  Staff. 

Since  early 

1926  all  nurses  entering  the  service  of  the  Hospital  have  been 
subjected  to  the  Schick  Test — a test  to  discover  those  susceptible 
to  Diphtheria — and  those  found  susceptible  have  been  immunised. 
Since  that  date  no  case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred  among  the 
nursing  staff. 

ScariGt  Fever. — Two  nurses  developed  Scarlet  Fever  early  in 
1927.  Since  then  all  nurses  have  been  subjected  to  the  Dick  Test 
— to  discover  those  susceptible  to  Scarlet  Fever — and,  when  necessary, 
immunised.  Since  that  date,  no  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  de- 
veloped among  the  Staff. 

Smallpox. — No  case  occurred  among  the  staff  who  wilHngly 
consent  to  vaccination  and  re-vaccination. 

The  general  health  of  the  staff  has  been  verj^  satisfactory. 

Nurses’  Examinations. — During  1927  two  nurses  successfully 
X^assed  Part  1 (Preliminary)  of  the  State  Examination  for  Fever 
Nurses,  held  under  the  ansjoices  of  the  General  Nursing  Council, 
while  seven  nurses  were  successful  in  ]3assing  the  Final  Examination, 
thus  becoming  State  Registered  Fever  Nurses.

Increasing  variety  of  cases  treated  in  the  Hospital. — The  following 
table  is  of  interest  as  showing  the  increasing  uses  of  the  Isolation 
Hospital  and  the  variety  of  diseases  treated  during  the  past  five 
years,  as  compared  with  those  dealt  with  the  quinquenium  1903-7 
when  th(5  Hospital  was  mainly  used  for  Scarlet  Fever  or  occasionally 
for  Smallpox.  These  figures  show  the  need  for  increasing  the 
accommodation  for  separate  diseases  by  means  of  small  wards 
rather  than  by  building  large  pavilions  of  say  two  wards.  At  the 
present  time;  we  have  no  accommodation  for  dealing  with  cases  of 
Puerperal  Ffiver,  and  ofbm  other  diseases  have  to  be  treated  at  home 
because  of  lack  of  accommodation. 


ADMISSIONS. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. — There  are  three  Motor  Ambulances 
kept  at  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital  for  utilisation  for  Infect- 
ious cases,  and  Tuberculosis  cases  when  necessary. 

Two  Motor  Ambulances  are  kept  at  the  Fire  Station  for  accidents 
and  non-infectious  cases. 


Laboratory  Work. — The  examination  of  throat  swabs,  speci- 
mens of  sputum,  &c.,  is  carried  out  at  the  Borough  Laboratory, 
Isolation  Hospital.  Examinations  of  specimens  of  CJerebro- 
spinal  fluid,  blood  for  Widal’s  reaction,  &c.,  inoculation  experi- 
ments and  more  elaborate  investigations,  as  well  as  the  Wasser- 
mann  test,  are  made  at  the  County  Council  Laboratories,  in  St. 
Mary’s  Gate,  at  an  agreed  charge  per  specimen.

Sanitary  Inspection  of  Town. 

During  the  year  1,619  Preliminary  Notices  were  served  in 
respect  of  defects  in  drains,  conversion  of  privies  or  tubs  to  water 
closets,  etc.,  and  to  abate  nuisances  under  Public  Health  or  Local 
Acts. 

4,923  defects  were  remedied. 

20,584  visits  made  by  Inspectors. 


Owing  to  the  services  of  the  District  Inspectors  being  diverted 
to  duties  connected  with  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  and 
Prevention  Acts,  less  results  were  obtained  under  the  foregoing 
heading  than  would  have  been  the  case  had  the  Inspectors  been  able 
to  give  more  of  their  time  to  this  class  of  work  as  in  some  pre- 
vious years. 

This  additional  call  on  the  services  of  the  Inspectors  entailed 
the  investigation  of  1,761  new  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases,  to  which 
1,088  visits  were  paid.

Thirteen  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  two  Common  Lodging 
Houses  during  the  year.  All  houses  have  been  kept  under  constant 
supervision  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Smallpox,  no  less  than 
5,880  of  the  6,544  visits  being  paid  by  Inspectors  in  this  connection. 
From  June  20th  two  visits  daily  were  paid  by  a Special  Ins^DCctor, 
in  addition  to  the  bi-weekly  visits  of  the  usual  Inspector.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  the  outbreak  w^as  confined  to  these  13  cases. 

Common  Lodging  House  for  Women  only,  opened  in  December, 
1927.

All  beds  occupied  each  night  since  ojDcning  with  few  excejjtions, 
and  the  number  of  persons  dealt  with  during  the  first  six  months 
is  approximately  100. 

The  house  has  proved  itself  to  be  a valuable  asset  to  the  town. 

The  accommodation  has  been  sought  after  by  young  women  who 
have  come  to  the  town  to  work  at  the  textile  factories  until  such 
time  as  they  have  found  suitable  private  lodgings. 

Married  women,  whose  husbands  have  found  work  in  the  town 
and  are  living  in  the  common  lodging  houses  for  men,  have  found 
the  Home  of  great  service  for  themselves  and  children  pending  the 
time  wLen  their  families  can  be  residing  together  again. 
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In  0110  case  a bed  was  provided  for  a voman  from  an  outlying 
district  who  was  attending  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary  for 
Dental  treatment. 

Domestic  servants  in  the  interval  of  changing  their  situations, 
women  passing  through  the  town  in  the  course  of  their  employment 
and  various  classes  of  hawkers  are  amongst  those  who  have  been 
given  accommodation.

Application  for  New  Corporation  Houses. — The  following

(1)  “ There  are  seven  of  us  in  one  room,  and  I can  get  only  one 
bed  up  and  a small  cot.  I have  to  have  three  children  slee23ing  in 
our  bed  and  that  makes  5 in  one  bed.” 
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(2)  “ 1 have  been  in  rooms  and  have  had  to  leave  on  account 
of  people  wanting  the  rooms  and  now  I cannot  get  any  as  I have 
four  children  and  people  will  not  take  you  in  with  children.  One  of 
them  is  in  the  Infirmary,  three  are  sleeping  at  the  above  address  and 
I slee]3  at  a friend’s.” 

(3)  ‘‘  There  are  five  in  the  family  and  we  are  expecting  a sixth 
shortly.  We  live  in  a four-roomed  house  with  two  more  old  persons 
with  the  two  homes  fitted  in  anyway.  The  eldest  son  is  always  on 
nights.  Another  one  sleeps  in  the  same  bed  when  he  gets  up.” 

(4)  “ I am  at  present  in  two  rooms.  There  are  myself  and 
husband,  a lad  19  years,  a girl  17  years  and  two  more  boys  aged  13 
and  7 years  and  we  have  to  manage  like  this.” 

(5)  ‘‘  We  are  living  with  my  mother  aged  67,  and  my  two  boys 
have  to  sleep  with  her.  One  is  13  and  4 months  and  is  tuberculous. 
The  other  is  9 years.  My  wife  and  I have  to  sleep  on  the  floor  in 
the  same  room.” 


(6)  ‘‘  I am  living  in  one  room  over  a fish  and  chip  shop,  and  my 
wife  is  expecting  a child  any  time  now.  We  have  no  convenience, 
all  water,  &c.,  being  downstairs,  and  we  cannot  go  through  after 
8 o’clock  at  night  owing  to  customers  having  their  suppers  in  the 
kitchen.  We  have  been  given  notice  to  leave  owing  to  the  business 
being  sold  and  cannot  get  other  rooms  owing  to  my  wife’s  condition.  ”

Four  samples  of  well  water  were  taken  from  wells  in  the  Alvaston 
area  during  1927,  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  domestic 
use.  One  well  was  closed  and  town’s  wmter  laid  on,  one  was  put 
in  hand  but  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  while  in  the 
remaining  two  cases  the  closing  of  the  wells  and  supply  of  town  water 
were  connected  with  the  question  of  the  conversion  of  privies 
and  ashpits  to  water-closets.

Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year  45  carcases  of  beef  were  condemned  for  the 
following  reasons  : — 25  tuberculosis,  2 black  quarter,  2 peritonitis. 
1 nephritis,  2 Johne’s  disease,  4 fevered  conditions,  3 dropsical, 
3 injury  and  3 septic  conditions. 

Included  in  the  above,  are  the  carcases  of  4 cows  slaughtered 
by  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  (under  the  Tuberculosis  Order) 
were  condemned. 


There  have  also  been  condemned  12  carcases  of  veal  and  11 
bodies  of  mutton. 
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The  number  of  Tuberculous  cattle  was  108  cows,  22  heifers, 
6 bullocks  and  3 bulls.

Meat  Regulations,  1924. 

These  Regulations  have  now  become  routine  matters  and  have 
vTought  changes  for  the  better  in  the  meat  supply  of  the  town. 
Particularly  is  this  so  in  regard  to  the  control  of  those  cases  of 
emergency  slaughter,  which  occur  from  time  to  time  wherever 
farm  stock  is  kept. 

For  many  years  much  difficulty  has  been  experienced  by  most 
large  towns  in  dealing  with  illicit  traffic  in  animals  slaughtered  on 
farms  and  in  knackers’  yards.  This  traffic  has  been  reduced  to  a 
minimum  by  the  fact  that  animals  intended  for  human  food  may  not 
now  be  slaughtered  in  knackers’  yards,  and  if  an  animal  is  intended 
for  human  food,  three  hours’  notice  of  slaughter  must  be  given  to 
the  Local  Authority,  or  in  the  case  of  emergency  slaughter  as  early 
as  possible  after  slaughter. 

The  Local  Authority  may  require  information  with  regard  to 
any  carcase  of  meat,  and  refusal  to  supply  this  information  is  a 
contravention  of  the  Regulations,  the  penalty  for  which  may  be  £100. 

The  meat  traders  as  a whole  have  carried  out  the  requirements 
of  the  Regulations  in  a very  creditable  manner.  There  are,  however, 
a few  butchers  whose  methods  of  dealing  with  meat  at  the  Slaughter- 
house and  in  transit  leave  much  to  be  desired  even  when  not  actually 
infringing  the  Regulations. 

Eleven  butchers’  shops  in  the  more  densely  populated  and  poorer 
parts  of  the  town  are  open  for  the  sale  of  meat  on  Sundays.  This, 
with  the  fact  that  during  the  year  over  2,000  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs 
are  slaughtered  on  Sundays,  has  entailed  a very  considerable 
amount  of  Sunday  duty.

The  samples  of  Basic  Slag  were  guaranteed  respectively  to 
contain  28%,  34%  and  28%  soluble  phosphates.  The  ^^ercentage 
of  phosphoric  acid  calculated  as  calcium  phosphate  was  21,  29  and 
21  respectively,  and  after  allowance  for  the  Statutory  “ limit  of 
error,”  which  in  the  case  of  Basic  Slag  is  2%,  there  remained  a 
deficiency  of  5%,  3%  and  5%  respectively. 

The  terms  of  the  guarantee  were  also  misleading,  as  it  should 
have  been  stated  that  the  phosphate  was  soluble  in  a solution  of 
Citric  Acid. 

The  attention  of  the  firms  concerned  was  drawn  to  this  matter 
and  arrangements  were  made  for  the  alteration  of  the  labels  in 
order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  The  other  samples  were 
of  satisfactory  quality  and  complied  with  the  terms  of  their 
respective  guarantees.

BACTERIOLOaiCAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCLE 

BACILLI, 

During  the  year  35  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  Tuber- 
culosis, of  these  samples  3 were  sold  as  sterilized  or  pasteurized 
milk. 

Three  of  the  samples  submitted  were  found  to  be  tuberculous. 
Two  were  of  milk  sent  into  the  Borough  from  the  County.  These 
were  reported  to  Dr.  Ash,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  County 
of  Derbyshire,  to  be  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925. 

One  tuberculous  sample  of  milk  was  from  a town  byre  ; the 
infected  cow  was  slaughtered  and  was  found  to  be  affected  with 
Generalised  Tuberculosis.  The  carcase  was  condemned  as  unfit 
for  human  food. 

The  milk  sold  in  Derby  during  the  year  has  been  remarkably 
free  from  Tuberculosis,  and  has  been  of  excellent  quality. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Order  an  examination  of  the  cattle 
within  the  Borough  was  carried  out  during  the  months  of  June  and 
December  by  Mr.  J.  McClement,  M.R.C.V.S. 

102  cattle  were  examined  and  generally  speaking  were  found  to 
be  in  good  condition.  One  cow  showed  definite  clinical  signs  of 
tuberculosis.  The  farmer  decided  voluntarily  to  have  the  animal 
slaughtered  at  once  without  waiting  for  the  Tuberculosis  Order 
of  1925  to  be  put  into  operation.  The  cow  was  slaughtered  by  a 
knacker  and  the  carcase  shewed  Generalised  Tuberculosis. 
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The  milk  of  seven  cows  was  tested  for  Tuberculosis,  one  gave  a 
positive  result,  in  another  case  the  guinea  pig  died  twenty  days  after 
inoculation  from  pseudo -tuberculosis  and  the  other  five  were 
negative. 

The  cow  giving  the  Tuberculous  milk  was  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order.  The  carcase  shewed  Generalized  Tuberculosis 
and  was  condemned. 

In  the  case  of  the  cow  where  the  guinea  pig  died  of  ]oseudo- 
tuberculosis  an  order  was  made  prohibiting  its  use  for  human 
consumption.  The  cow  received  treatment  and  on  a third  sample  of 
milk  being  taken  it  was  found  to  be  free  from  infection  and  the 
order  prohibiting  its  use  for  human  consumption  was  then  with, 
drawn.
